slaying a taxieab driver near Frank- 
fort, liul., and a motorist at Detroit, 
Mich., since August 23.

What is happening in Germany right now is perhaps the 


most powerful of all possible arguments for a free, uncon- 
trolled press. 


Unearthly Realm 


TIBET, possibly the remotest and least real land on the face 
1 
of the earth for most citizens of this hemisphere, turns up 


in the news again. The Jaltsab, virtual ruler of that land, 
has died. 


Those westerners who have conceived any definite no- 


tion about Tibet have probably formed it largely from stories 
concerning the search for a successor to the late Dalai Lama, 
or from James Hilton's "Lost Horizon." 


Tibet, it would seem, is a land populated almost exclusive- 


ly by monks who spend their lives contemplating the infinite 
from the tops of mountains. From time to time they take a 
sock at a brass gong, and now and then they go in for training 
pigeons to fly with bells attached to their legs. The few lay- 
men in the country are a simple, contented lot who sit around 
and wait for the Dalai Lama's reincarnation.

Italy "Advises" Czechs 


ROME, Italy—(IP)—The lUilian gov- 


ernment sponsored Tuesday night a 
statement 
advocating separation of 


the Sudeten German territory from 
Czechoslovakia as the only means of 
avoiding a European war. 


A bulletin .of. the semiofficial Infor- 


ma/.ione Diplomatica, distributed by 
the government, said the only alterna- 
tive was "disorder and war." The 
same tone was reflected in the Ital- 
ian press, which endorsed Chancellor 
Hitler's Nurnberg address. 


The directness with which dismem- 


berment of Czechoslovakia was urged 
uclunishod many diplomats. Some re- 
marked that the statement, widely be- 
lieved to have been wrilcn by Premier 
Mussolini himself, was "much strong- 
er than Hitler's speech." 


The world, the bulletin said, docs 


licit want a war designed only to main- 
tain "the lordship of Prague over" the 
Sudetcns. 


Giving the Sudetcns the possibility 


of .separating from Prague," the state- 
ment continued, would be "shoosing 
the way to justice and above all the 
way of peace; (lie other solution is 
that of disorder and war."

Humbled Britain 
In Naval Battle 


E have met the enemy and 
they are ours. Two ships, 


two brigs, one schooner and one 
sloop." 


Thus, on Sept. 10, 125 years ago. 


did young Oliver Hazard Perry, 
commander of the Great Lakes 
fleet of the infant United States 
Navy, laconically announce to the 
world his victory over the English 
in the battle of Lake Erie. 


During the war of 1812, Perry 


was ordered to build a fleet at 
Presque Isle, now Erie, Pa., to 
check the British threat of in- 
vasion from the north. With nine 
ships, he sailed against the larger 
and stronger British Heel. His own 
flagship, Lawrence, was disabled 
in the battle, so he abandoned it 
for the Niagara, and soon forced 
the enemy to surrender. 


Although Perry had opened the 


way, the Americans were unable 
to invade Canada. 
His victory, 


however, 
remains 
one 
of 
the 


greatest traditions of the Navy. 


Congress rewarded Perry by ad- 


vancing him to the rank of cap- 
tain and gave him a gold medal. 
In 1815-16 Perry commanded the 
"Java" in the Mediterranean ex- 
pedition. He died of yellow fever 
at Port of Spain, Trinidad, Aug. 
13, 1819, at the age of 34.
